Christian phy­ 
sicians, however, called religion to their 
aid. 
None of their rem edies w as ad­ 
m inistered w ithout ceremonial. While 
the medicine w as b eing compounded 
the patient would say tw elve times 
over one of the psalm s, b eginning 
“ M iserere mei, 
Deus,” 
then several 
paternosters, “ then drink the dose and 
w rap thyself up w arm ,” or he would 
sing the psalm , “Salvum 
Me Fac, 
Deus,” then, drink the d ra ft out of a 
church b ell, the priest finishing the 
cure w ith prayer. 
Dr. Creighton rem arks that, as the 
m aladies of the middle ages contained 
an unusual elem ent of hysteria, the 
cerem onial may not have come am iss 
as au aid to the treatm ent. Physicians 
gained considerab le fees b j their prac­ 
tice, which the people appear to have 
grudged them. 
The satirical w riters 
constantly accuse them of greed, b ut 
these charges were prob ab ly owing to 
the prevalence of the Idea, not yet 
extinct, tha t as "m edicine Is from the 
Lord God,” the leech w as not entitled 
to a money paym ent.—London Spec­ 
tator.
